WIM Adam the First Man? 


About the middle of the seventeenth 


fenturyan audacious attempt was made 
rr rob Adam of the honor of having 
been the first man. Isaac do la Peyrere, 
in an odd little volume entitled "The 
Pre-Adamites," attempted to prove that 
there were two creations of men—the 
first on the sixth day of the week of 
creation, when "God created man male 
and female." Tho rabbis interpret the 
above passage of holy writ as meaning 
that tho first race of human beings were 
creatures in which both sexes were unit- 
ed in the fiamo individual. According 
to De la Peyrere, Adam was tho result 
of tho second creation—the "male and 
female" being having been the progen- 
itor of the Gentiles, Adam the fa.tb.er of 
tho Jews.

lion of the hour. His followers were 
called "Pre-Adamites." and they in 
creased in numberslapidly, \utilfinr.lly 
tho movement became so strong thai the 
founder of the sect was compelled to go 
to Rome and abjure his doctrine at tho 
feet of Pope Alexander "VTL—St. Louis 
Republic.

BtAINE'S FINANCIAL VIEWS. 


James G, Elaine wag a statesman who 


bad pronounced views on the financial 
wad tariff questions. When shown a 
draft of the MoKinley tariff act he said 
" it did not make a market for one more 
barrel of flour or pork." Mr. Elaine 
w:»3 then Secretary of State. He was 
opposed to the MoKinley bill, and to 
partially conciliate him the reciprocity 
clause was incorporated in that bill. 
His opinions were also pronounced on 
the financial question, and iu a speech 
delivered in Congress February 7,1878, 
be said: 


Ou the much vexed and long mooted 


question ot bimetallic or monometallic 
standard, o>y own views are sufficiently 
indicated in the remarks I have made. 
I believe the straggle now going on m 
this and other eonntries for a single 
gold standard would, if successful, pro- 
dace 
widespread disaster in and 


throughout the commercial world. The 
destruction of -silver as money and es- 
tablishing gold as the sole unit of value 
must bave a ruinous effect on all forms 
of property except those investments 
which yield a fixed return in money. 
These would be enormously enhancec 
in value and would gain a dispropor 
tionate and unfair advantage ocer every 
other species of property. If, as the 
moat reliable statistics affirm, there are 
nearly $7,000,000,000 of coin or bullion 
in the world, not very unequally di 
Tided between gold and silver, it is im< 
possible to strike silver out of exist- 
ence as money without results which 
•will prove distressing to millions and 
utterly disastrous to tens of thousands 
I believe gold and silver coin to be the 
money of the constitution, indeed the 
money of the American people anterior 
to the constitution, which the great or 
gaiiic law recognized as quite indepen- 
dent of its own existence. No power 
was conferred on Congress to declare 
either metal should not be money 
Congress has, therefore, in my jadg 
merit, no power to demonetize either 
any more than both. If, therefore, sil 
ver has been demonetized, I am in 
favor of remonetizing it. If its coin 
age has been prohibited, I am in favor 
of having it enlarged. 


Tint was Republicanism in 1878. The 


man who expressed those sentiments 
was the idol of two-thirs of the Repub- 
licans ot the country. It was Republi- 
canism in 1888 when the National Con- 
vention condemned the Democratic 
Administration for its efforts to de- 
monetize silver. It was Republicanism 
in 1896 in California, Nevada and 
several other States to demand the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, 
bat it is now later in the year 1896 Re- 
publicanism to oppose the free coinage 
of silver until foreign nations consent, 
just because Mark Hanna, MoKinley's 
manager, says so.

Elaine, who believed in a distinctive 
American financial and tariff policy, to 
turn over in ois grave and ask the 
cause of this degeneracy ? What is the 
ase of the constitutional clause em- 
powering Congress "to ooin money and 
regulate the value thereof" if foreign 
nations are to determina what we shall 
use for money and whether or not we 
shall work our mines and coin our 
bullion into money ?

A GOLDBUU ARGUMENT KEFCTK1>. 


One of the stock arguments of the 


gold men is that if free coinage ob- 
tains, foreign nations will settle their 
obligations to as in silver, and will de- 
mand that we pay oars in gold. The 
Kansas State Journal, noticing this, says: 
"Suppose they do demand gold, it does 
not follow that they will get it. This 
country has no gold obligations out- 
standing. All our debts are payable 
in coin or in lawful money of the 
United States, not of Europe." 


There is not, according to the most 


reliable reports obtainable, a Govern- 
ment obligation that is not payable in 
coin. Government bonds were origi- 
nally payable in legal tender money of 
the United States. Senates Sherman 
of Ohio, in 1869, introduced a bill to 
strengthen the public credit. This bill 
made the debt payable in coin of the 
then standard value, which consisted of 
gold dollars containing 25 8-10 grains 
of standard gold, or of silver dollars 
containing 412% grains of standard sil- 
ver, and tbe contract is printed on every 
bond issued by the United States. This 
contract, though in plain words, is con- 
strued by Cleveland and {Sherman, and 
by the Republican party since Mr. 
Hanna became dictator, to mean gold, 
and gold exclusively, and they insist on 
issuing bonds for gold, when there is 
other available money in the Treasury, 
to pay the obligations of the United 
States. This policy, by hoarding green- 
backs in tbe Treasury, shipping the 
gold to Europe, and not coining silver, 
is contracting the currency until it 
takes about twice as much labor or the 
products of labor to purchase a dollar j 
as it did under the doable standard. 
The result is a few are being enriched 
vhile millions are impoverished, and 
If r. Hanna. with the aid of his barrel, 
expects the millions to rote to sanction 
this policy by electing his manMc- 
Kinl»y. 


ST. LOOTS, July 24.—The middle-of- 


the-road Populists were demoralized at 
their defeat last evening, and the lead- 
era of the Bryan forces to-day predict 
that they will be able to secure the en- 
dorsement of Sewall aa well as Bryan. 
That Texas, Georgia, a part of North 
Carolina, a part of California and a 
part of the delegations from the other 
Southern States will bolt Bryan and 
Sewall and name another ticket seems 
a foregone conclusion. 
The leaders of 


the Silver Convention to-day decided 
that nothing could be done until their 
Conference Committee with the Popu- 
lists reported. 


The silverites have about decided to 


take no action until the Populist Con- 
vention adopts a platform and nomi- 
nates candidates. 
Then if Bryan and 


Sewall are successful, the Silver Con- 
vention will endorse them and march 
in a body to the Populist Convention 
and ask to be taken into the fold. 


Not more than half tbe delegates 


were in their seats this morning when 
Senator Allen, the permanent Chair- 
man, called the Populists to order. 
After a prayer by Rev. Wilder Wil- 
liams, the convention, by K ruling vote 
adopted resolutions of regret at the 
death of Mrs, Emory of Michigan, the 
reform worker and silver writer. Then 
Captain Lloyd and Mrs. Bennington, 
dressed as Columbia and Uncle Sam 
respectively, sang a campaign song. 
Jerry Simpson protested against waat- 
mg more time in such trivialities. 
John S. Dore of California created a 
sensation by declaring that the rules 
of tbe Omaha platform prohibiting 
Federal officers from participating in 
the Populist convention should be en- 
forced against Senators Allen and But- 
ler, 
No action was taken on Core's 


protest. 


A committee of one from each State, 


to confer with the Silver Convention 
Committee, was appointed to ascertain 
if the two conventions could find a 
common ground to stand apon. Texas 
refused to appoint a delegate on the 
Committee, Delegate Park shouting, 
"Texas never treats with an enemy." 
The Texas delegation then sent 
a 


banner into the gallery and an at- 
tempt was made to hang it over the 
speaker's stand. 
The banner rep- 


resented Bryan with one foot on the 
Democratic and one on the Republican 
platform. The attempt was promptly 
suppressed. 


The minority report of the Commit- 


tee on Rules was read, recommending 
that the Vice President be nominated 
before the President, 


This was a move of the middle-of-the- 


road men. McGrath of Illinois moved 
that the report be tabled. 
Several 


delegates clamored for a hearing. 


Chairman Tweed Pomeroy of the 


Committee on Rules explained the con- 
flict between the majprity and minority 
reports. 


Ignatius Donnelly protested against 


the proposition reported from the Com- 
mittee on Rules allowing the candi- 
dates to select the National Chairman. 


When this convention adjourns," 


he said, " there will be little of the Pop- 
ulist party except the National Com- 
mittee. 
While I may be willing to 


support Bryan if he is the choice of the 
convention, when the folly of 
the 


moment has passed away we may want 
to clothe what is left." 


He wanted the National Committee 


to select its Chairman, 


Judge Green nf Nebraska said that 


Populists would emerge triumphant in 
November if they grasped the chance 
for silver by fusion. He said that he 
is here to save the life of the Populist 
party. 


Abbott of Nebraska favors the ma- 


jority report to nominate the President 
first and a Southerner for Vice Presi- 
dent. [Great cheering.] 


" Cyclone" Davis asks if the conven- 


tion would substitute a Vice Presiden- 
tial nominee for SewalL" This bronght 
the middle-of-tha-road delegates 
to 


their feet with tremendous cheering. 


Davis continued.- 
"Does this con- 


vention wan*- this young Sampson (the 
Populist party) to be thrown at the 
feet of the Democratic party and be 
swallowed?" Cries of " uo." "lathe 
People's party to part the waves of the 
Red sea and let the Democrats walk 
over while tbe Populists ur» swallowed 
up by the waves?" [Great cheering.] 


Tom Patterson of Colorado said that 


principles were greater than meu. Ha 
avored the endorsement of the Demo- 
cratic nominees. 
Patterson was fre- 


quently interrupted with cries of "put 
lim down." Tbe chair appealed to the 
convention to give Patterson a respect- 
nl hearing, and he was finally allowed 
o proceed. 
Jerry Simpson took the platform and 


he Kansas delegate asked if a repre- 
sentative McKinley ticket would be 
given a'hearing. Jerry Simpson said 
hat he would pledge the 91 votes of 


Kansas for the Vice President if the 
convention would vote the adoption of 
the majority report. 


When the delegates subsided, after 


an interval of ten minutes ex-Lieaten- 
and Governor Gibbs took the platform 
by unanimous consent."" Gibbs moved 
the adoption of the majority report on 
rules and the order of business, so far 
as not conflicting with the minority re- 
ports, each to be" taken up section by 
section. Carried. Nominating speeches 
for President were limited to twenty 
minutes, and seconding to five minutes, 
the same for Vice President. 


Senator Butler moved that the Na- 


tional Committee elect its own Chair- 
man and officers. Carried. 


"Cyclone" Duvis said that he fav- 


ored the nomination of the President 
before the Vice President. The Cali- 
fornia, Indiana and Kansas delegations 
pledged their votes for a Southern Vice 
President. A roll call of States was 
the'n taken to decide whether a vote 
should first be taken on President or 
Vice President. By a vote of 785 to 
615 the convention decided to nominate 
the Vice President first. This was prac- 
tically a vote against Sewall. 


General James B. Weaver, Chairman 


of the Committee on Platform, then 
read a long platform denouncing the 
gold power and demanding that the Na 
tional money be issued by the Govern- 
ment only and that it be full legal ten- 
der for public and private uses. The 
platform also demands the free and un 
restricted coinage of gold and silver a' 
a ratio of 16 to 1. It demands that uo 
bonds be issued except by the act o! 
Congress, and the election of Presiden 
Vice President and United States Sen 
ators by a direct vote of the people. 


Gcueial Coxey read a minority re 


port. Pine of Rhode Island also reat 
a minority report in imitation of the 
Declaration of Independence. It was 
referred to the Committee on Platform 
As he insisted on reading it, he was re- 
moved from the platform by the police 
The majority report was adopted. A 
motion to take a recess was votec 
down, but was renewed and carried 
Recess until 6. 


EVENING SESSION. 


The convention was called to order 


at 6:35, Chairman Allen aimounciuf 
that a message had been received from 
the Silver Convention, and would now 
be read by Delegate Pollock of Mis. 
sisaippi of that body. 


Pollock was cordially received ant 


proceeded to read the platform adoptee 
by the Silver party. When he reached 
the conclusion to the effect that Bryan 
had been nominated for President there 
was an outburst of upplause drowning 
any farther announcement of Sewall's 
nomination for second place. 


The Chairman then declared the 


nominations for Vice President in 
order. Bowman of Alabama nominated 
Congressman Henry Skinner of North 
Carolina, who was in turn seconded by 
Henry and Senator Butler of North

The Natiotml Silvei party m conven- 


tion assembled hereby adopts the fol- 
lowing declaration of principles: 


First—The paramount i^oue at this 


time in the United States is indisput- 
ably tho money question. 
It is oe- 


tween the gold standard, gold bonds 
and bank currency on the one side, and 
the bimetallic standard, no bonds and 
Government currency on the other. 


On this issue we declai e ourselves to 


be in favor of a distinctively American 
financial system. 
We are unalterably 


opposed to the single gold standard 
and demand the immediate restoration 
to the constitutional standard of gold 
and silver by the restoration by this 


ovemment, independent of any for- 


eign power, of the unrestricted coinage 
of gold and silver as the standard 
money at the ratio of 16 to 1 and upon 
terms of exact equality as they existed 
prior to 1873; the silver comjto be a full 
legal tender, equally with gold, for all 
debts and use, public and private; and 
we favor such legislation as will pre- 
ent for the future the demonetization 
of any kind of legal tender money by 
private contract. 


We hold that the power to hold and 


regulate a paper currency is insepar- 
able from the power to coin money, 
and hence that all currency intended 
to circulate as money should be issued 
and its volume controlled by the gen- 
eral Government only, and should be 
legal tender. 


We are unalterably opposed to the 


issue by the United States of interest- 
bearing bonds in time of peace, and 
we denounce as a blunder worse than 
a crime the present Treasury policy, 
incurred by a Eepublioan House, of 
plunging into debt by hundreds fcof 
millions in the vain attempt to main- 
tain the gold standard by borrowing 
gold; and we demand the payment of 
all coin obligations of the United 
States, as provided by existing laws, in 
either gold or eilver coin, at the option 
of the Government and not at the 
option of the creditor. 


Second—That over and above all 


other questions of policy, we are in 
favor of lestoring to the people of the 
United States the time-honored money 
of the constitution—gold and silver; 
not one but both—the money of Wash- 
ington and Hamilton, and Jefferson 
and Monroe, and Jackson and Lincoln, 
to the end that tho American people 
may receive honest pay for an honest 
product; that the American debtor 
may pay his just obligations in an 
honest standard and not in a standard 
that has appreciated 100 per cent above 
all the great staples of our country; 
and to the end, further, that silver 
standard countries may be deprived of 
the unjust advantage they now enjoy 
in the difference in exchange between 
gold Jand silver—an advantage which 
tariff legislation cannot overcome. 


We therefore confidently appeal to 


the people of the United States to leave 
in abeyance for the moment all other 
questions, however important and even 
momentous they may appear, to sunder 
if need be all former ties and affilia- 
tions and unite in one supieme effort 
to free themselves and their children 
from the domination of the money 
power—a power more destructive than 
any which has ecer been fastened upon 
the civilized man of any race or in any 
age. 
And upon the consummation of 


our desires and efforts, we invoke the 
gracious favor of divine Providence.

POPULISTS AT SEA. 


Bryan's Declaration Strikes Xeiror in 


Their Camp. 


Soecial to the JOURNAL ] 


ST. Louis, 25,—The People's party 


Convention on the third day of the ses- 
sion got down to solid work, and after 
a stormy night the session nominated 
Thomas L. Watson of Georgia for Vice 
President. It-turned down the Com- 
mittee on Rules by a decisive vote this 
morning and gave the nomination of 
Vice President precedence over that of 
President, so as to force a selection of 
a Southern Populist in place of Sewall, 
whose record was strongly attacked by 
members of the Maine delegation. 
There was a good deal of enthusiasm 
displayed, though not in favor of any 
special candidate. Most of the speeches 
were in favor of the uominafion of 
Watson and his success was almost as- 
sured an hour before he was chosen. 


The sensation-of the mght was tho 


withdrawal of Bryan unless Sewall was 
named with him on the ticket. 


Before tae convention adjourned the 


purport of the message fiom Bryan be- 
came known among the leaders. 


Governor Stone of Missouri, General 


Weaver und Patterson of Denver held 
a conference, but without result- Sub 
sequently Governoi Stone emd he did 
not believe Bryan's name would bo 
presented to the convention. He could 
not, he said, possibly see how ^ryaa 
could ever consider *lae nomination 
after the aot»^n of the convention in 
nonliuating Watson. 


The leaders of the Populists are all 


at sea, but among those who have been 
contending for Sewall's nomination it 
will force the convention to reconsider 
its action and endorse the straight 
Democratic ticket. There appears, how- 
ever, to be no probability of this being 
done. 


No program has been decided on for 


to-morrow and the situation is now 
more chaotic than ever. 


BRYAN'S MANLY dOtJKSE. 


He Refuses the Populist Nomination If 


Sewall Is Turned Down. 


ST. Louis, July 
24.—William 
J. 


Bryan will not accept the nomination 
at the hands of the Populists if they 
turn down his running mate, Sewall of 
Maine. 
This announcement is made 


on the authority of Bryan himsielf. 
Senator Jones of Arkansas, Chairman 
of the National Democratic Committee, 
as soon as tho convention decided to 
nominate Vice President wired Bryan 
as follows: 


"The Populists have decided to nom- 


inate a Vice President first. If it is 
not Sewall what shall I do 1 I favor 
your declination iulhat event." 


Bryan certainly did not hesitate long 


in determining the character of his 
reply, Senator Jones within sixteen 
minutes after be sent his message had 
the following reply handed him: 


"LINCOLN, Neb., July 24,1896. 


"Senator Jones, 
Chairman National 


Democratic Committee — DEAB Snv—I 
agree with you fully. 
If Sewall is not 


nominated have my name withdrawn. 


"W. J. BBTAN." 


Senator Jones made no secret of the 


receipt of the telegram, which prob- 
ably means much for the Populists. 
To a representative of the United Prets 
Jones said that it was manifestly im- 
possible for Bryan to accept the nomi- 
nation from the Populists upon the 
ticket which repudiated bis associate. 
There was nothing left for him to do 
except withdraw, and as soon as the 
convention had carried the fixed par- 
pose he said the Populists would be 
enlightened as to Bryan's course. Far- 
ther than this Chairman Jones did not 
care to talk to-night.

W. Baker of California said that the 
People's Party Convention bad ap- 
pointed a Committee, and moved that 
the convention defer action on the 
platform and postpone nominations 
until 3:30. The motion prevailed; also 
a motion that when the convention ad- 
journ it adjourn till 3:30. 


By invitation Senator Stewart of Ne- 


vada addressed the convention. 
He 


said that Wall street was represented 
by a powerful lobby at the Chicago 
Convention, but could do nothing with 
the honest Demociatic patriots. 
He 


made a plea for harmony among the 
silver forces and predicted victory. He 
said he went to Chicago, with little 
hope that a free silver platform would 
be adopted, but he was agreeably dis- 
appointed. 
There never was a more 


patriotic band of men on earth than 
the delegates who controlled the Chi- 
cago convention. The Wall street cor- 
poration money was no use there. At 
the mention of Eland's name, the dele- 
gations arose, cheered, shouted and 
flourished umbrellas and flags. 


Ttie S enator said that Bryan's con- 


vention speech was the greatest ora- 
tion in history. "I know William J. 
Bryan," he said, "he believes what we 
believe. He is as true to hia prin- 
ciples as the needle to the pole." 


In conclusion Stewart said that every 


free silver man was an American, and 
against the English gold syndicate and 
they must vote as a unit, in spite of the 
millions raised, by the gold bugs to cor- 
rupt tne voters of the Unitsd States.
